The Food & Drug Administration’s 
proposed notion on the use of penicillin 
in animAl feeds was published In the 
Federal Register Aug. SO, as had been 
previously announced by FDA. The 
FDA's attack on the use of antibiotics is 
based on the suspicion that use of these 
drugs could possibly create bacteria or 
organisms which would become resis¬ 
tant to these antibiotics and would 
thereby create a health hazard to 
humans because of the immunity thus 
developed. The theory has been the 
subject of considerable argument from 
livestock and poultry feeders and the 
drug Industry, since the use of sub- 
therapoutic levels of antibiotics hns 
been widely practiced since 1949 
without any suen problems surfacing.
